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ABSTRACT 

A description of the curriculum dissemination system 
of the New Jersey Curriculum Management Center (NJCMC) is provided 
for the use of educators needing these services and for other states 
who wish to establish similar curriculum dissemination systems. As a 
curriculum management center in the National Network for Curriculum 
Coordination in Vocational-Technical Education, the NJCMC is 
responsible for curriculum dissemination to the states of 
northeastern United States. The services they offer and procedures 
for acquiring these services are described. These include the 
distribution and sales of Vocational-Technical Curriculum Laboratory 
publications^ microfiche duplication and reproduction of curriculum 
documents, conduction of workshops on curriculum resources and 
Curriculum Microfiche Collection services, newsletters, and the 
operation of booths and exhibits at conferences. Materials are 
obtained from ERIC, the oth^r five CMC's of the national network, 
states of the northeastern network, curriculum development projects 
in New Jersey, and career education projects across the nation. A 
25-page appendix includes a reference materials index, vocational 
subject index, academic subject index, and occupational cluster 
index. The indexes are keyed to the concluding 15-page bibliography 
which presents the career-related Curriculum Microfiche Collection 
titles, organized alphabetically by state. (Author/EC)

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INTRODUCTION 

The VocatiorKil''TcQhniQal CuvHoulm Laboratovi]^ noi) located 
on the Kilmer Ccunpus of Rutgers University j has provided New Jersey 
vocational ijducators with curriaxilwn support ser\>iQes for over seven^ 
teen years. Under the oonLinuing directorship of fouvAer Benjamin 
Shapiro J the Curriouluin Laboratory has developed^ published^ and 
distributed curriculum guides for numerous x)ocatio7xal subjects^ and 
has maintained a library of curHculwn materials^ for use by educators 
involved in curHculwn development. 

It was on the basis of the Curriculum Laboratory's demon- 
strated experience that the United States Office of Education desig- 
nated the Laboratory as a Curriculum Management Cenver in the National 
Network for Curri-culum Coordination in Vocational -Technical Education 
on July Ij 1973. At the same time^ the Laboratory beca^ne involved 
in the Glassboro-Vineland career education project. 

With these awards came increased responsibilities for 
curriculum dissemination in the northeastern states and in New Jersey. 
A greater emphasis was also placed on career education curriculum 
services. In meeting these responsihiliiiesj the combined project 
staffs cooperatively developed procedures designed to provide rapid 
access to vocational- techyiiaal an^d career education curriculum materials 
to interested educators.

The Occupational Resource 
Center, which works in close cooperation with the Curriculum Manage- 
ment Center^, also houses the entire ERIC microfiche collection and 
possesses microfiche duplicating equipment. The CMC project staff 
draxos upon these materials as needed in order to bast respond to 
requests for materials.

The IJew Jcraey Currioulwn Management Center has established 
a syatem of Qurrioulum dissemnation services designed to prooide 
Neu Jersey and nortlieastem region educators aoot'ss to a large 
body of vocational- technical and cax*eer educatioyi our*riculum materials. 
The mc'Jor services involved in this system are the disti'ibution to 
appropriate personnel of mateHals received through the National Network 
for Curriculum Coordination in Vocational-Technical Education^ the 
distribution to northeastern state representatives and County Coordin- 
ators of packets of materials from the CMC^s Curx^oulwn Microfiche 
Collection^ response to individual requests for ovrHculim materials^ 
development and distribution of publications describing available 
curriaulim resources^ and other services intended to promote 
greater use of a.'ailable curriculum resources ^ including presentations 
and workshops before interested groups^ displays a}td exhibits at 
conferences and conventions ^ and subm^ission of curriculum abstracts to 
AIM/ARM. One recently developed service^ arra^iged in cooperation 
with the Occupational Resource Center^ will allow for northeastern 
state use of the ORC's ERIC ooniputer search capability. 

With the regularization of procedures for basic curriculum 
dissemimtion servioesj the New Jersey CMC continues to explore the 
possibility of adding new services and vriproving those already in 
operation.
